THEY ATTACK BUILDING 
AND DESTROY PROPERTY 


Smashed Everything That Came in 
Their Way—Soldiers Arrive on 
Scene, but re Powerless. 
Bloody Times Are 


Expected. 


Sault Ste Marie, Mich., September 28.— 
Tonight the situation in the Canadian 
Soo, which has been the scene of serious 
rioting by the discharged employees of 
the Consolidated Lake Superior Company 
all day, is very grave. No reinforce- 
ments of militia have arrived from the 
outside and the only defense against the 
mob, which hourly increases, is a more 
or less demoralized police department, and 
a smal} company of militiamen. 

An assault upon the Office building by 
the mob early this afternoon, before the 
arrival on the ground of the troops, was 


successful and a mass of frenzied rioct- , 


ers secured possession of the ground floor 
of the bulliding, destroying everything 
movable that came in their path A 
crowd of the office staff, with drawn re- 
volvers, prevented their gaining access 
to the upper floors of the bullding. Every 
window and door in the bullfing is smash- 
ed -in.

the Building by any of the rioters. 

The greatest number of the mob are 
ignorant Italians, Finns, Norwegians and 
Frenchmen, the latter perhaps the hard- 
ets of all to handle. All have deen drink- 
ing more or less; although the bars this 
afternoon finally obeyed’ the order to 
close up, 

The mob is one that cannot be reason- 
ed with and the man they seem most 
anxious to get at is Mr. Coyne. the as- 
sistant manager, who, in the absence of 
Mr. Shields,-is im charge of the works. 
Mr. Coyne has discretely kept out of 
sight all day. 


Feeding the Rioters. 

Late this afternoon the leaders of the 
mob held a conference and demanded 
that the company house the men in their 
hotel and board and feed them until the 
money for their wages is forthcoming. 
In order to appease the crowd this de- 
mand was granted and the men have 
taken possession of the White house, a 
large boarding house operated by the 
company. Provisions are being sent there 
to feed them and the men propose to hold 
a monster mass meeting at this place to- 
night. As the leaders are making the 
most inflammable sort of speeches grave 
fears dre entertained for the outcome af- 
ter this meeting adjourns. 

It is estimated that there are 2,000 men 
in the Soo tonight, and these are re- 
inforced by all the idle rabble in town. A 
train carrying 400 more woodsmen is ex- 
pected to arrive on the Algoma Central 
tonight. The local police force ts being 
strengthened by the addition of all the 
deputies who can be found, each man be- 
ing given a badge and a revolver and 
ordered to use the latter whenever neces- 
sary. 

Considerable feeling has been aroused 
over the shooting of two Frenchmen by 
the police during the trouble this morn- 
ing. The rioters claim that the officers 
used their revolvers when it was unneces- 
sary. Neither of the men is fatally hurt, 
however. 

The mob threatens an attack upon po- 
lice headquarters with a view of effecting 
the release of all the men who have been 
arrested. Both this building and that oc- 
cupled by the fire department is guarded 
against attack. 

Smashed All the Windows. 

Detroit, Mich., September 28.—A special 
from Sault Ste. Marie, Mich., says that 
a mob of the discharged employees of the 
Congolidatcd Lake Superior Company, af- 
ter being put off with promisés when 
they demanaed their promised wages, this 
morning broke away from all the restraint 
a large force of special police could exert, 
and smashe] every window in the mag- 
nificent office bullding of the company in 
the Canadian Soo, charged upon the 
street cars and demanded that the con- 
dictors and motormen jpin them, and 
were only prevented from doing further 
damage by a cleyer ruse of one of the 
company’s Officials, who turned in a fire 
alarm to divert attention. Almost every 
man.in the crowd was armed, amd in the 
ugiiest kind of a mood. A determined 
assault was made upon one of the en- 
trances of the building, but the door wax 
defended streruously by those inside, who 
fired a large number of shots, none of 
which, however, took any affect. The 
hardware store of W. H. Plumer & Co. 
‘was broken into last, and every gun and 
revolver in stock was stolen, together 
with all the ammunition that could be 
found.

REPLY TO DICK 


Paramount Issue in Cam- 
paign Is Record of Sena- 
tor Hanna, 


Cleveland, Ohio, September 28.—Charles 
P. Salen, chairman of the Ohio demo- 
cratic state executive committee, has 
made a reply to Chairman Dick, tn which 
Salen says: 

“The paramount issue of the senato- 
rial contest in this campaign is the pub- 
lic record of Senator M. A. Hanna and 
his unfitness by reason thereof to be re- 
turned to the United States senate. Are 
you not aware that Hon. @onn H. Clarke 
has attacked his public record and joined 
issue with the present senator upon his 
record—first, in fathering the ship sub- 
sidy bill, which seeks to take from the 
people’s treasury ten million dollars an- 
nually and rut it into the treasury of the 
| steamship companies; second, in forcing 
through the legislature the reactionary 
and expense munictpal code, which de- 
nies Frome rule to the cities of the state; 
and third, in using his official position 
to secure for him¥elf and associates 
franchise privileges to the injury of the 
people—you can get this information by 
inquiring of Senator Hanna himself. 

“He is on record as saying that his 


public record has been outrageously at- 
tacked and that when he goes upon the 
platform he will Fave something to say 
about it.

the city jail will be blown up. Detectives 
are searching the country trying to lo- 
cate the gang. and the ton of dynamite 
Stolen. from a ware house in this city a 
week ago. The last ultimatum to the 
railroad expires October 4, and the one 
to Chief Travis ends today. The rall- 
road tracks are being carefully guard- 

€d against further outrages.

Immediately after this meeting adjourn- 
ed the men went in a body to the office 
of the company, determined to get their 
money or “get satisfaction,” as they pgt 
it, The doors of the office were locked 
and guarded by police and all the men 
got was a bulletin posted up%n the door, 
which stated that the company was un- 
able to pay today, but that the wages 
woul? be paid ultimately. 

This notice, instead of allaying the ex- 
citement of the crowd, which by this 
time was estimated to number 1,500, 
made them furious, and despite the ef- 
forts of the combined strength of the lo- 
cal police force and the company’s pri- 
vate police force, rocks and other missiles 
scon filled the air, directed at the win- 
dows of the office building, inside of 
which could be seen the officials of the 


;company. Efforts to secure admittance 
‘to the building by members of the mob 
were fruitless, although a determined at- 
tempt was made. Some one then turned 
in an alarm of fire, with a view of using 
the fire hose upon the mob. The firemen 


drove it quite a distance from the pbuild- 
ing. Thig reduced the size of the mob 
to proportions where they could be han- 
died by the pofice, and the noters were 
then driven off the premises. .

South Carolina Arraigned for 
Murder of W, 6; Gonzales, 


GONZALES’ CLOTAES SHOW 


Largest Array of Legal Talent in the 
History of South Carolina—Et- 
fort Made To Read State 
Editorial in Court Is 
Blocked.

Lexington, 8S. C., September 28.—James 
H. Tillman, eae Ileutenant.governor of 
South Carolina, was:placed on trial here 
today in the cireuit-court for Lexington 
county, under an {Indictment charging him 
with the murder of N. G. Gonzales, editor 
of The Columbia State, Judge Frank B. 
Gary presiding. 

It was |! o’cleck when the solicitor for 
this circult, J. W. Thurmond, announced 
that the state was ready to proceed with 
the trial of the case, and by the time 
the midday recess: Was taken at !:30 p. 
m. the defendant had been arraigned, a 
jury drawn and charged, and all was in 
readiness for the introduction of testi- 
mony. 

There was every indication earlier that 
a jury could not be secured today. The 
court room was well filied, but not 
crowded. 

Probably never fn the history of this 
judicial circuit hag there been so great 
an array of counsel engaged in the trial 
of a case in the circuit, or perhaps in 
the entire state, as in the trial of the 


[SENSATION IS SPRUNG 
IN THE TILLMAN CASE 


Two Affidavits, Contradictory in Nature, from the 
Same Witness--Defense and Prosecution 
Each Has One. 


* 


Lexington, 8. C., September 28.—(Spe- 
cial.)—It was thought by the start in the 
Tillman case that the defense intended 
asking for a continuance. Every cne in 
the court room was of such opinion. To- 
night I secured some of the details as 
to why the case went to trial contrary 
to expectation. 

It seems that at a conference of the 
lawyers the prosecution asked the de- 
fense to admit the affidavit of O, D. 
Black, because on account of injuries 
receped in the Hamburg wreck he 
Would be unable to appear in court. The 
defense agreed to admit Black's affi- 
davit, in the possession of the prosecn- 
tion, provided the prosecution would ad- 
mit an affidavit that Black had subse- 
quentiy made for the defense. 

To the prosecution this came in the 
nature of a bombshell. They asked to 
see a copy of the defense’s affidavit. 
Black had given two and they afe in a 
large measure contradictory. 

Black’’s First Affidavit. 

This one was used by the prosecution 

in the bail hearing February 19, 1903: 


State of South Carolina, County of 
Richmond.—Personally appeared O. 
D. Black, who, being sworn, says: I 
am a flagman between Columbia, 3. 
C., and Jacksonville, Fla. I was for- 
meriy on run between Columbia and 
Augusta. At the time Hon. James 
H. Tillman was coming to Columbia 
to count, the ballots, about three 
weeks before the shooting of N. @. 
Gonzales, I was flagman between co- 
lumbia and Augusta and heard the 
said James H. Tillman say in the 
smoking car that he was going to 
whip or kil] said N. G. Gonzales. 
Along tn November I was at the Al- 
bion hotel in Augusta with said 4. 
H. Tillman and then I saw a blue 
steel magazine pisto! which said J. 
H. Tillman intimated to me that was 
the pistol he intended to kill N. G. 
Gonzales with. I said, “Don't kill 


him; whip him.’ Tillman replied, 
“By God, I am going to kiil him.” 
Said Tillman pulled the pistol re- 
ferred to out of his hip pocket.

The follcwing is the one sptung by the 
defense yesterday in the gonference, It 
did mot come into open court: 

State of Seuth Carolina, County of 
Richland—Personally before me ap- 
peared O. D. Black, who, being duly 
sworn, says that the statement he 
made, or that appeared over his signa- 
ture, was written by a Mr. Ejliott, 
who said he wveuld force him to so 
testify unless he signed the state- 
ment; that he hurriedly read the state- 
ment and did not know how it sounded 
until he read the same in the news- 
papers; that this is a true statement 
of the conversation he had with J. H. 
Tillman 

Tillman showed him the pistol he 
had just bought as a curiosity. in 
the course of the conversation Tillman 
mentioned the fact of the personal 
difficulty between him and N. G. Gon- 
zaies. Some time has passed and I 
can’t remember just what Tillman 
said. He may have said that if Gon- 
zales forced him to do it he would be 
obliged to kill him. The impression 
made on me was that Tillman did not 
wish to provoke the difficulty, but 
would cnly act if forced to do 89. I 
can't say positively just the words he 
used, as some time has passed. He* 
did say, however, that he feit like 
whippirg Gonzales for attacking him 
so unjustly in the newspapers. I don't 
think, however, he made.a direct 
threat and I did not know 1 was 
making such a statement until I saw 
sume in the newspapers. The paper, 
as I said, was written by a Mr. Elliott 
and I did not know how it would sound 
and it was not a true statement of the 
conversation I had with Tillman.

DISSOLVED THE INJUNCTION. 


Proceedings of the Delaware Indians 
Against Secretary Hitchcock. 
Washington, September 28.—Justice An- 
derson, of the supreme court of the dis- 
trict of Columbia. rendered an opinion to- 
dav in the iniunction proceeding of the 
Delaware Indians against Secretary 
, Hitcheock and the Dawes Indian commits- 
sion, dissolving the temporary injunction 
heretofore granted. The case involves the 
right of the secretary to pass on the 
157.000 acres of land in the Cherokee na- 
tion, segregated for the use of the Del- 
awares. The Indians claim that the 
secretary is without authority to approve 
or disapprove of the segregation, as it 
had been approved by the Indians inter- 
ested. and asked that he he entoined 
against taking such action, pending the 
adjudication of the same question by the 
court of claims. Soon after the case was 
filed the court granted a temporary in- 
junction. but Judge Anderson today dis- 
solved it Soon after the decision was 
rendered, Attorney WW. S. Logan filed a 
petfiion in the court of claims on he. 
half of the Delawares against the Tnit- 
ed States, asking that damages be award- 
ed in the sum of $1!.000.000. hecause of 
the exnenses to which the Indians have 
been subtected because of the necessity 

of defending title to their lands.

Browns Repulse Blues, Who Receive 
Reinforcements and Soon the 
Browns Are in Full Re- 
treat—Work of the 
Cavalry. 


West Point, Ky., September 28.—The 
troops were astir early, first cal] being 
souhded at 4:30 o'clock this morning. At 
roll call the line officers made a rigid -in- 
spection of each man’s cartridge belt to 
make sure that no ball cartridges had 
crept in among the blank ones already 
issued. Then the commanders, having re- 
ceived their instructions and breakfast 
having been eaten, 2,400 of the regular 
soldiers divided into bodies. Equal 
strength went swinging out across the 
country in the crisp, invigorating air to 
begin their maneuvers. 

After a day spent in maneuvering 
among the hills, the first of the mimic 
battles ended with an apparent ad- 
vantage in favor of the “brown” army. 
The conditions prevailing were those gov- 
erning the proper employment of advance 
and rear guard by the armies. 

The problem for the day, as announced 
by Colonel Wagner, chief umpire, was as 
follows: The blue army, having been de- 
feated by the brown army, fell back on 
Louisville, its base point. Here it se- 
cured heavy reinforcements and turned on 
the brown army, which began to retreat 
toward its base at Nashville. The ad- 
vance guard of the blue army was g¢x- 
pected to cripple the rear guard of the 
brown. 

The actual clashes were not numerous. 
being largely confined to the brushes be- 
tween fiankers. Colone] Morton had 
swiftly disposed of his brown cavalrymen 
at a point waere he was able to threaten 
the blue column, commanded by Colonel 
W. T. Duggan, and at the same time prac- 
tically forbid an attack by the blue main 
column commanded by Major Williams, 
unless the latter took a longer detour 
than the time limit allowed. The brown 
rear guard was not only able to forestall 
the enemy’s attack, but to do it with 
trivial loss—a cardinal principle for the 
rear guard being not to engage at the 
risk of heavy loss unless absolutely es- 
sential to the safety of the main body. 
The brown horsemen took advantage of 
the ground so well that they were able 
to threaten either of the blue columns 
with a superior force ud yet maintain a 
superior defensive position. The maneuv- 
ers ended late in the afternoon with 
trivia] losses in “‘killed’’ and eaptured on 
either side. 

The chief incident of the day was the 
capture of Captain Mitchell, of the signal 
corps, and a smajl detachment -of his 
men by a troop of the Seventh cavalry. 


THE CASE HAS BEEN SETTLED. 


Talbot “J. Taylor & Co. Reach 
Agreement with Southern Pacific. 


New York, September 28.—Edward 
Lauterbach, counsel for Talbot J. Taylor 
& Co., confirms the report that the suit 
brought by the latter firm against the 
Southern Pacific road had been settled. 
Mr. Lauterbach says that.the appeal in 
the case has been discontinued and that 
an order to that effect will be filed in the 
federal courts at Cincinnati this week. 

The suit was brought by Talbot J. 
Taylor & Co. to restrain the stocks of the 
Southern Pacific held by the Union Pacific 
Railway Company from being voted at 
ihe coming meeting of the Southern Pa- 
cific company, on the ground that such 
exercise of control by a parallel and 
competing line was contrary to law. 

The case was decided agaimst Taylor & 
Co. in the lower court, but was appealed, 
and by consent was taken directly to the 
highest fcderal court. The argument was 
to have been made on October Il. 


ARE EVIDENCES OF. MURDER. 


Dead Body cf Man Found on New 
York Bulkheads. 

New York, September 28.—Witn the 
discovery of the body of a boy |4 years 
old on the bulkheads at Katherine street 
and East river today the police are con- 
fronted with evidence of a crimic that 
recalls the deeds of ‘Jack the Ripper.” 

Marks on the boy’s body showed that 
he had been cruelly maltreated and. both 
the police and coroner are satisfied that 
he was murdered. There are evidences 
that a woman was connected with the 
crime. The Body was discovered under 
a piece of canvas, over which were three 
heavy pieces of timber, apparently 
placed there to give the impression that 
the boy had been sleeping under the 
canvas and the timbers had falleu-on 
him. 

Investigation showed that the timbers 
tad been placed on the body after 
death. Scores of persons saw the body 
today, bat no one could identify it. 


HE WILL NOT BE A PRISONER. 


Pope Intimates That He Will Occa- 
sionally Leave Vatican. 

Rome, September 28.—According to The 
‘Tribune, Piux X, on receiving the abbot 
of the Celebrand monastery, of Monte 
Cassini, in the Campania, said:

AMERICAN CRUISER DID GOOD 


How It Stopped the Massacre of the 
Christians. 

Beirut, Syria, Tuesday, September 8.— 
(Correspondence ofgthe Associated Press.) 
—As this dispatch is mailed the situation 
at Telrut remains unchanged, there be- 
ing a great feeling of uncertainty. 

The correspondent of the Associated 
Press called on board the United States 
cruisers Brook:iyn and San Francisco. yes- 
terday and found them armed camps. 
The blue jackets and marines were in 
réadiness to land at a moment’s notice, 
ammunition filled their belts and arms 
were stacked on deck. Rear Admiral Cot- 
ton informed the correspondent that ne 
Americans and 
Europeans in genera] the fullest protec- 
tion possible. 

Guards to wateh the American mission 
property here were furnished by the gov- 
ernment last night. Had the governor 
refused Admiral Cotton stood prepared 
to land 500 men if necessary. The Ameri- 
can ships played their searchlights on 
the city, illuminating not alone the prop- 
erty of the Syrian Protestant college, but 
also dark alleys and byways frequented 
as a rule by shady characters. 

The disturbances here began on. the 
night of Friday, September 4. A‘ murdcr 
was committed in Betrut which was by 
no means an wBnusuaé] thipg; but, inthis 
instance, a native hristian killed a 
mosiem. 

Or. Saturday night and on the Sunday 
following there was an uprising against 
the Christians in different parts of the 
city Thirty per8ons wére massacred in 
one quarter and a reign of terror was in- 
augurated throughout the whole city. 

On Sunday morning a church was at- 
tacked in the same neighborhood while 
service was in progress, but no One was 
killed, 

Panic-stricken, the Christians fled from 
the city or remained in their homes be- 
hind barricaded doors, while moslems, 
armed w-th clabs, revolvers and knives: 
paraded the streets and feH on any 
chance victim that came their way. 

The arrival of the American cruiser in 
the midst of these troubles brought great 
relief, especially to the foreign residents 
of the city. _ . .

| Macon | eee aan to S Kaeding Epis- 
copal Church in Nashville—Has 
, Not Determined Just What 
Course He Wil! Take 
in Matter.

Constitution Buresa, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., September 28.—(Special.)— 
Rev. Dr. Reese, rector of Christ Episcopal 
church, who has received a flattering call 
from one of the leading Episcopal 
churches in Nashville, is back from that 
city, where he was pleafantly entertain- 
ed by the parishioners ‘who are seeking 
his services as a rector. 

‘Upon his return to the city Dr, Reese 
was given a warm and loyal greeting by 
his old friends here, who had begun to 
grow apprehensive that they might lose 
the rector, for whom they had grown 
so fond, for few pulpit orators and 
church workers in the Central City are 
held in higher esteem than is Dr. Reese. 
Since he came to Macon Dr. Reese has 
been one of the most zealous yet at the 
same time unogtentatious workers in the 
cause of his Master, and today the roll 
of his congregation demonstrates that 
fact. A deep thinker, a good logician and 
a finished scholar, he has captivated one 
of the most refined church assemblies in 
the south, in addition to obtaining a pop- 
ularity throughout the city. 

Not alone would the members of his 
parish miss Dr. Reese were he to accept 
the call, for his acquaintanceship, and 
friends are not confined to that parish. 

The church tn Nashville to which Rector 
Reese has been invited is one of the 
oldest in that old city, and at it worship 
members whose fathers and grandfathers 
onee walked through those same portals. 
When asked whether or not he would go 
to Nashville, Dr. Reese said: 

“That is a question I cannot yet 
answer. In fact, J] have not given it that 
consideration one would give a proposi- 
tion looking to such an important move. 
The truth is, I have not yet determined 
what I shall do.’’ 

Dr. Reese is not disposed to discuss the 
question, especially for publication, and 
while he is kind and courteous in all his 
replies and patient in hearng questions 
propounded, it is apparent he does not 
like to discuss the call and the pending 
cnange made possible thereby.

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., September 28.—(Special.)— 
The last chapter in the Pearce-Freeman 
investigation will be written in the coun- 
cil chamber tomorrow night, the mem- 
bers of the board of aldermen being the 
collaborators, 

When at the last session of the hoard 
the evidence was finished and the argu- 
ment by the attorneys was completed the 
disposition of the matter was up to the 
members of the board and by motion the 
final action was postponed until Tuesday 
night, the 29th. some members of the 
board expressing a desire to go over the 
evidence after the stenographer’ tran- 
Scribed his pot hooks 

Since the adjournment that night it is 
known that members of the board have 
discussed the matter with each other and 
that some of them, if not each one of 
them, has reached a conclusion within his 
own mind. But none of the aldermen 
will talk of the outcome for publication 
and so far as known the discussion has 
been confined to the members themselves 
none of them appearing to want any ad- 
vice on the outside. Still there has been 
some surmising as to the result and to 
those conversant with matters pertaining 
to aldermen in Macon that surmising is 
of various kinds. 

In one quarter it

It has been asserted that upon a mo- 
tion to find Judge Freeman guilty, the 
punishment ‘being lald down itn the mo- 
tion to fix his punishment at removal 
from office would find one vote, but that 
no recruits would be forthcoming if that 
proposition should reach a second ballot. 

That single voter in his canvass of the 
members, has learned that he would 
stand alone and for that reason any ac- 
tion of that character may be tonsidered 
as wholly eliminated from: the possibili- 
ties of tomorrow night. 

Almost perfectly safe is the statement 
that Aldermen Happ, Massee, Jones and 
Massenberg will stick te Judge Freeman 
from the first ballot to the last if it 
takes a year to fight it out. These gen- 
tlemen will oppose even a cenSure of the 
recorder and there are many on the aut- 
side who agree with them, hasing their 
judgment upon the evidence brought out 
during the investigation. Equally 
tain is the declaration that Aldermen 
Williams, Chestney and Wilder will vote 
for, if they do not advocate a censure. 

This leaves «<ldermen McKenna, Da- 
mour, Sloan and Redmond to augment 
the four who will stand by Judge Free- 
man or to increase the three who will 
oppose him.

NO WEEVIL IN NORTH STATE. 


State Entomologist Franklin Sher- 
man Denies Reports Sent Out. 
Raleigh, N. C., September 26.—(Special.) 
From time to time reports are circulated 
that the Mexican cotton boll weevil has 
appeared in North Carolina. A report 
was printed in a paper in Union county 
that the weevil had appeared in that 

county and in Mecklenburg. 

Franklin Sherman, the state entomolo- 
gist, says no such report has come to 
him direct and that no specimens sus- 
pected to be this pest have been sent to 
the agricultural department. He does 
not believe that thiS insect is in North 
Carolina and will be greatly obliged if 
persons living in the suspected localities 
will send him specimens, in Order that 
the matter may be settled. If the weevil 
is in the state the truth should be known 
at once, but the circulation of unfounded 
rumors will do much harm. Professor 
Sherman says: 


‘*‘Doubtless it is some other insect that | 


has damaged the cotton in Union and 
Mecklenburg. There is every indication 
that the Mexican boll weevil will even- 
tually spread throughout the cotton belt, 
but I do not believe that it will appear in 
North Carolina for several years yet to 


come, 

‘Last year it was stated in one of the 
government crop reports that the boll 
weevil] had done damage in the vicinity 
of Gibson, this state, but by correspond- 
dng with the person who originated the 
report from Gibson I found that it Was 
entirely incorrect.

The announcement of Judge Hillyer was 
that he had retired absolutely from pol- 
itics, and would not accept office in the 
municipal, county, state or — gov- 
ernments. 

The announcement is of res Praag be- 
cause Of the fact that Judge Hillyer has 
several times been spoken of as a may- 
oralty possibifty, and his name has 
sometimes been mentioned im connection 
with other offices that are periodically 
filled by the voters of this county and 

district. He its an ex-mayor of Atlanta, 
an ex-member of the board of water 
commissioners, upon which board he serv- 
ed for fifteen or more years. and he is 
at present the chairman of the charter 
revision committee, which wrote the new 
municipal charter that is now pending 
before the genera] assembly of Georgia. 

It was during the session of the com- 
mittea on yesterday afternoon that Judge 
Hiliyer publicly renounced political am- 
bition. 

“I am guided by what I tell you,” he 
declared after giving the members: of 
the committee the benefit of ideas which 
evidently impressed them considerably, 
“by no desire to do anything else than 
my duty, and what I believe to be the 
besf for my city. 

*“T am out of politics. I have no de- 
sire for any office that could be given 
me, either local, in the state government 
or national, and § would not accept it if 
it came. [ have retired. 

“Therefore I say that I am guided only 
by a desire to help you solve this trouble. 
some problem if I can, and do what I be- 
lieve ig for the best interests of our 
city.”

WOULD LEASE 
THE HOSPITAL 


Judge George Hillyer Makes 
Suggestion About Grady 
Hospital. 


A suggestion to lease the Grady hos- 
pital and remove it from the control 
of the municipal authorities because of 
the expense of that institution was 
made yesterday by Judge George Hillyer 
during a speech before the special com- 
mittee of council, of which Councilman 
Amorous is chairman, and which is 
dealing with the tax problem of At- 
lanta. 

Judge Hillyer was Speaking of re- 
trenchment and was urging that policy 
upon the members of the committec. He 
told the members of the body that it 
was important to decrease expenaes if 
it was found that the city could not 
live within its income. 

“Now, in the case of absolute mo- 
nopolies,”’ he declared, ‘‘monopolies that 
exist in the natural order of things— 
such, for instance, as the water works, 
and I need not go further than that— 
it is well for the city to own and con- 
trol them; but it is not well for the city 
to own or operate such enterprises as 
stores or businesses of any kind where 
in the natural order of things, there its 
no monopoly. In the latter class are 
the hospitals. A hospital is not a mo- 
nopoly. 

“I think it would be better if the city 
should decide to lease the Grady hos- 
pital under contract and allow it to be 
operated by private parties. I saw a 
statement of the cost of it in the pa- 
pers some time ago and I was amazed. 
The hospital has an annual appropria- 
tion of $33,000 and for the other depart- 
ments of relief I believe you appro- 
priated about $12,000. There ts $45,000 
for the department of relief. 

‘“‘Now, I remember when 1 was mayor 
of Atlanta we sent our charity patients 
to a private hospital and paid 35 cents 
a day for each patient. In extremely 
dangerous cases we sent the patients to 
St. Joseph infirmary and paid $1! a day, 
because the accommodations at the in- 
firmary were better. Now, if T remem- 
ber correctly, the total cost of the de- 
partment of relief at that time was 
about $6,000 a year, and there was never 
a complaint, never a single complaint, 
made about the treatment of the pa- 
tients in the least particular or about 
the a of our charity depart- 
men 

well, at the present day the cost 
of the relief department is $465, 4a 
year, an increase from $6,000, and the 
increase in popfilation and in the amount 
of taxes we receive has not been propor- 
tionate.”’ 

The members of the committee took 
no action upon the suggestion of Judge 
Hillyer, but heard his remarks with evi- 
dent interest.

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GIRLS OUTNUMBER BOYS 
IN THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


SSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT L. 

M. LANDRUM, of the public school 

system of Atlanta, has prepared a 
report showing the number of boys and 
girls in school and comparing the dif- 
ferent grades. The report was completed. 
yesterday and presents some interesting 
facts. | 

In the eighth grade there are more girls 
in- every school with the one exception of 
the Boulevard, where there is an even 
break. Altogether there are 183 boys 
and 309 girls, a difference of !26.. In the 
seventh grade the same state of affairs 
exists. The boys are overwhelmingly 
outnumbered in every school but Calhoun, 
where they have the advantage. 

From here on, however, down to the 
third grade, the difference gradually be- 
comes smaller until at last the boys pre- 
deminate, In the third grades there are 
only 609 title tots wearing dresses 
against 649 wearing trousers. In the 
second an unusual state of affairs comes 
to pass. for in this crade the masculine 
and feminine gender are represented in 
equal numbers, 685 of each. In the 
first grade, however, the number of boys 
is far in excess of the girls, since there 
are 138 more. 

The totals show that there are in the 
white schools of the city 4,308 of the fu- 
ture women of the city anc only 4,044 
of the future men. These figures do not 
Include the night schoo! or the two high 
echools, for if these three were added 


mately 4,800 girls and 4,400 bovs, the 
Cirls’ High school having about 500, the 
Boys’ High school 200, and the night 
school nearly 150. 

It is evident from. the report that in the 
beginning cf .ife ths partnts 1° az eas > 
to send their boys.to school as they are 
to send their girls, but as time goes on 
it becomes necessary for thé boys to 
Pstop sehool and go to work. on their 
own account, and for this reason we find 
the boys holding their own thrvugh the 
third grade, and @radually Josing in num- 
bers after this yntil the sixth. seventh 
and eighth grades are reached. where 
the girls are in the ascendency by over 
one hundred in each z'ude 

One of the most evenly balanced 
schools in this respect is Ivv ‘This. js 
one of the smalles@ schools in town. and 
throughout the diffcrent erades the girls 
and boys are fairly well divided. In tw» 
of the grades the number is even, in 
two more there is a di™*rence of one, 
while the total 'e 180 boys to 215 girls.

tion. When it comes to estimating, 
however, nobody can be infallible. 

It is a little difficult to understand 
that .portion of the story telegraphed 
from Houston which speaks of “the 
popular estimate six weeks ago” being 
6,000,000 bales for that section. We 
have never heard of any such “popular 
estimate.” The records show that the 
high-water mark for that section was 
reached in the crop of 1898-99, when 
Texas and the territory contributed 
3,555,000. bales of the total crop of 
11,275,000 bales. There must be some 
mistake either in The Post’s figures 
or in the transmission of the press 
Gispatch which contains the reference 
to 6,000,000 bales. 

This, however, in nowise detracts 
from-the value of The Post’s estimate, 
based on thea reports of its correspond- 
ents, that the outlook for the present 
crop does not indicate more than 
2,500,000 bales. Of course, the present 
unfavorable conditions may yet show 
a change for the better, but even 
should the Texas sectio show its full 
share of an eleven-miilion-bale crop, 
the needs of the consumers will be 
such that the growers of cotton are as- 
sured of a good price.

Overmarketing the Cotton Crop. 

It is evident that raisers of cotton 
in some sections are rushing their 
crops to market as rapidly as possible 
and from Texas comes the statement 
that the railways are being hustled to 
hurry consignments to port. 

In the light of tge practical certain- 
ty that the yield of the crop will fall 
largely below the estimates of a few 
weeks ago and that the supply to meet 
the sure spinning and export demands 
will not be adequate, it seems unbus- 
iness-like for any cotton raiser to rush 
his crop to market in such haste, if 
he is able at all to hold it, or a part 
of it, in his own control. 

Present prices at points of delivery 
may be tempting. There is a natural 
dread on the part of producers that 
prices wil] fall. The pessimism of the 
class is proverbial. But conditions 
ought not to be ignored and the status 
of visible supply to calculable demand 
is such even now as to give every 
promise that prices will advance rath- 
er than decline whenever the approx- 
imate crop is known. 

The Constitution believes that it is 
not wise for any farmer to sell cotton 
now that his actual necessities do not 
compel him to part with. Every pound 
of cotton will be needed and will be 
bought later on at prices the farmers 
who own it will make, and not the tgk- 
ers. Don’t rush!

The industrial number of The Blake.

Senator Carmack’s Denial. 

Senator Carmack says he does not 
intend to offer any bill in congress 
looking to the abolition of the fifteenth 
amendment to the constitution.

It satisfied both what 
was called “the northern conscience” 
as to the political equality. rights of 
the emancipated negroes and that pro- 
portion of hatred of the southern 
whites. that remained as an aftermath 
of slavery and war among the people 
of the north. It outraged the sense of 
justice of the southern people and 
embarrassed our political action for 
many years because we did not qualify 
the force of the amendment as tho 
| later decisions of the supreme court of 
the United States have interpreted it. 

Today there really exists in the 
south no other than a surviving senti- 
mental reason why the amendment 
should be further feared or finally re- 
pealed. Possibly some time ahead of 
us it may be abolished, but when that 
happens, if ever, it will be by the non- 
partisan action of the country at large 
making a demand for the reaffirma- 
tion in law of the incontestable. fact 
that this is and must remain a whité 
man’s country. 

We do not see how any man devoied 
to white supremacy in state or na- 
tion could wish for better conditions 
in that respect than exist here in 
Georgia. No state in the south, or 
in the north where negroes live in any

True--Russian Workman Drops Into Possession 


of $30,000,000 and Sets Out to Spend It.

Special Correspondence. 

London, September !8.—As if to make 
up for all the stories of vast and un- 
expected inheritances that haven't prov- 
éd true, it appears that the biggest sfory 
of the kind on record can be verified in 
every detail. A brief report of the ex- 
traordinary incident was cabled recently 
from &t. Petersburg, and I requested 
your correspondent there to look it up 
and supply the missing details if the 
story proved true. The answer received 
today with a rather poor photograph of 
the hero is ag follows: 

The young Russian mechanic, Ivan 
Boroschenko, may be fitly described as 
the luckiest man in the world. Until 
a few days ago he was a common work- 
man employed on the railrbad works at 
mg pay and earning the modest wage 

f 85 per week. He lodged in a labor- 
wi hut, outside of the town, where he 
shared a small room with four ether men 
employed on the same work. He was 
obliged to be up before 4 o'clock every 
morning in order td reach the ralflroad 
works in time to begin the labor of the 
day pugctually at 6 o’clock. His hours of 
labor lasted from this early hour till noon, 
with a few minutes’ interval at 9 o'clock 
and from { p.m til) 6 p. m., making elev- 
en hours in all. ° 

Hjs daily fare consisted of bread. wash- 
ed down with cheap Russian brandy. for 
his means did not enable him to indulge 
in the luxury of meat more than once 
a week, on Sundays. Pleasures in life 
he had none... On Sundays and saints’ 
daya, when he-was not required to go to 
work, he 4 to sleep off the exhaustion 
caused by his continugus toil. He had no 
relatives ‘that he knew of, and lived a 
lonely, joyless life of incessant labor. 

It ig harg@ to imagine what his feelings 
must have been when two notaries ap- 
peared at the railroad works. called him 
aside, and communicated to him the amaz- 
ing jntelligence that he had inherited the 
sum of $30,000,000. At first, Doroschenko 
thought that he was the victim of a poor 
practical joke, but the two notaries soon 
convinced him of the gentiineness of the 
communication they had made to him, 
and outlined to him briefly the story of 
hig inheritance. 


How the Fortune Originated. 


It apepars that a celebrated captain 
of Cossacks. who lived in the earlier half 
of the eighteenth century. amassed a 
fortune, which. in those times was al- 
most unprecedented. His name was Dor- 
oschenko, and he was a man of extreme 
ecentricities. He married the daughter 


of a serf on his estate, the girl herself ' 


being. also. hig serf. and after he had 
married her he could not bear the sight 
of her and of their children. 

When ‘he died, in 1750, ii was found 
he had made a curious will, providing 
thet his entire estate and fortune should 
be left intact for 150 years, and that, 
after the expiration of this period, it 
should be divided into equal paris among 
his direct descendantg, His children 
cursed his memory. and the money was 
put aside to grow through the acoumula- 
tion of interest to the colossal sum of 
$30,000,000.

The tailor, on hearing from the 
notaries the reason of this strange visit, 
became servile in his efforts to be ade- 
quately polite to the millionaire. From the 
tailor’s to the shoe store was the next 
way, and Doroscheyko was pleased to 
admire himself in a pair of shining paicnt 
leather shoes. 

Drank With His Servants. 

A further round was then made to all 
varieties cf shops, at every one of which 
Doroschenko made purchases to an ex- 
tent which showed how easy it is for a

heavy gold watch, set in diamonds, six 
diamond rings, four gold bracelets, set 
with, all kinds of precious stones, a sect 
of pear] studs in which the pearls were 
of.extraordinary size, and a diamond pin 
for his necktie. Altogether he left up- 
wotds of $10,000 at the jeweler’s. Dur- 
ing the next few days Doroschenko con- 
tinued his purchases in ali directions. He 
bought silk underclothing and a house of 
fifteen rooms. The house he furnished in 
princely style, though with scant taste. 
He engaged servants and spent the first 
night of service in his house in drinking 
with them. Before morning he was on 
such intimate terms with them that they 
were all addressing him by the familiar 
“thou,” which in Russia is only used Sy 
superiors to inferiors a long way beneath 
them, or by relations and intimate 
friends to one another. 

He bought horses and carriages and 
hired men to look after them. He bougnt 
dogs of various kirds and intends to go 
hunting when he has possession of the 
estate, for the purchase of which he is 
already negotiating. Altogether Doro- 
schenko means to enjoy life to the fuli. . 

Doroschenko has no intention, however, 
of recklessly squandering his capital. He 
has engaged one of the notaries who com- 
municated his good fortune to him to be 
his steward and to advise him regarding 
the administration of his property. Pos- 
sessing the natural cunning Of the Slav, 
he has also engaged a professional ac- 
countant to audit the ex-notary’s ac- 
counts.

dead, 

Mrs, Anra Campbetl, one of the plain- 
tiffs in the ca3a, is the daughter of Mr. 
Kirkpatrick by a former  marriagé 
George Campbell was formerly the hus- 
band of Miss Eugenia Kirkpatrick, an- 
other daughter of William Kirkpatrick, 
énd Eugene Campbell is his son by this 
marriage. George Campbell is now the 
husband of Mrs. Anna Campbell. 

Frank T. Ryan, 
case, is the son of Mrs. Hulda Ryan, af- 
terwards Mrs. Willlam Kirkpatrick.

Sion his clever unraveling of the com- 
Plications T:ésig makes of Schubert's 
“Military March’ gave only another 
pleasue, not different in degree from 
the quieter group that included a Cho- 
pin, a Rubinstein and a Greig number, 
the Rubinstien etude in C major espe- 
clally showing his smooth, flowing 
touch and a phrasing that was most 
satisfactory. 

Considerable curiosity centered around 
the singing of Mr. Tyler, the new tenor. 
His progamme was not complete enough 
to show more than his ability in ballad 
singing, but in this particular his work 
was very pleasing. His tone production, 
especially in the medium register, is ex- 
ceptionally good, and ne has high tones 
that are vibrant and _ genuine. Inds 
enunciation leaves something to be de- 
sired, but there are admirable traits of 
spirit and freshness and a good voice 
quality that will make Mr. Tyler a val- 
uable addition to aUenta’s short iist of 
singers.

“It is at 
the third vertebra, just between the 
shoulders. The patient’s condition has 
not changed since the accident. The us- 
ual paralysis is present. Such cases gen- 


erally are fatal, and I cannot tell what 


the outcome in this one will be.’’ 

The boy’s father was notified i!mme- 
diately and was kept closely informed 
regarding his son’s condition. He pre- 
pared at once to start for Lake For- 
est.

Scrimmage 
work was stopped at 4 o’clock and fhe 


coach began training his men in kicking. 


J. R. Ouguten, captain of the team, went 
to the end of the field and kicked the 
ball to the players. 


Failed To Catch the Ball. 

Becker led the men in running down 
on the punt, but failed to catch the 
ball, 

He started after the spher2, and, fall- 
ing upon it, rolled over, bending his neck 
toward the ground. At the same mo- 
ment the man behind him stumbled and 
fell upon Becker. When the second man 
regained his feet Becker remained on 
the ground. He was found to be un- 
conscious and. wes removed to the hos- 
pital, where Dr. A. C. Haven attended 
him. 

Recker is 19 yeérs old and is well ad- 
vaneed in his studies. His close appli- 
cation to bis work during two years and 
his neglect of athletics are said to lessen 
his chances of recovery.

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HAKESPEARE’S delightful com- 
S edy, “Twelfth Night,” has kept its 
- place on the boards for over three 
hundred years, and almost every actress 
of consequence has, during these sev- 
eral centuries essayed the role of Viola. 
This is a remarkable record, indeed, and 
one which might well be extended to the 
limit of speculation, for as William Win- 
ter has said: “As long as humor can 
gratify and lovéTiness fascinate the hu- 
man mind there is no likelihood that 
‘Twelfth Night’ will fall into neglect.’’ 

While Viola is the so«called star role 
of the comedy, there are several other 
characters, espécially Malvolio and Sir 
Toby Belch, of almost. equal impor- 
tance; nor are Maria and Sir Andrew 
Aguecheek beneath the attention of per- 
formers of the first quality. Yet, the 
tender loveliness, the poetic beauty, the 
ardent, unselfish emotion, exqusite glee 
and radiant grace of the drama belongs 
to Viola. She is, as Winter has said, 
Shakespeare’s ideal of patient idolatry 
and devoted, silent self-sacrifice of per- 
fect love. Rosalind is a woman; Viola 
a poem. Viola is as gay as she is gen- 
tle, and as guileless and simple as she 
is generous and sincere. 

Viola is a role which has delighted the 
heart of many,an actress, Pepys men- 
tions In his famous diary that he saw 
“Twelfth Night’ at Lincoln's Inn Fields 
in 1661, but, Speaking of the play gen- 
erally, says nothing of the performance 
of Viola. Betterton was the Sir Toby in 
a presentation of the comedy in 1663, 
Mrs. Ann Marshall being the Viola. This 
Mrs. Ann Marshal] was, by the way, the 
first performer of female parts. 

The comedy was given at Drury Lane 
in 1746, when the famous Mrs. Pritchard 
was the viola, and again, in 1746, Peg 
Woffington was;seen in the same role. 
The play was given again,with an im- 
portant cast in 1771, Miss Younge be- 
ing the Viola to the bewitching Mrs. 
Abington’'s Olivia. 

But a list of the great performances 
of “Twelfth Night’’ in England would 
be tedious except to the student of the 
Stage. Irving presented the comedy in 
fine style in 1884, appearing as Malvolio 
to charming Ellen.

“While there was. an extra assessment 
of $2 last July for the beueficlary fund 
of the National Association of Railway 


Postal Clerks, and there fs atill another 


due the coming month, the fund of the 
association was said by the officers to 
be in the very best condition possible 


yesterday, 

“Evidently without meaning to misin- 
form you, the postal clerks interviewe? 
last night were greatly mistaken, 4s 
there is now in the fund of the assocta- 
tion $30,000, which can be immediately 
drawn upon whenever it is needed. 

“One thing is quite true,-that the past 
yegr or eighteen. moths has been withou: 
@ precedent in the matter of paying 
out money for members suffering from 
disability and death claims. But you 
may be sure that it is just this fact that 
is making us hold tq egch other more than 
ever. Taken as a whole, the old line 
insurance companies will not insure pos- 
tal clerks at all, and even in those spe- 
cial cases where they do write insurance 
for them, the very highest premium lIist- 
ed is charged. 

"You see, we are compelled to taka 
care of ourselves, and while it may be 
necessary to levy extra assessmente, I 
know they will be promptly and cheer- 
fully paid, for the men know that even 
those who would be taken by the old line 
companies would have to pay a still much 
higher premium, and, comparatively 
speaking, only a few would be taken 
at all. 

“The regular premium paid by each of 
the members has been $!4 annually, which 
has been found more than sufficient un- 
til about a year ago, but since that time 
the deaths and cag in the ratiway 
mail service hag been something appall- 
ing... Of the Wi employees in the rail- 
way mail service, 7,000 are members of 
the beneficiary department of the na- 
tional association. 

“Another thing. the fourth, or Atlanta, 
division is looked upon as the worst for 
casualties in the entire country. During 
the past year $9,000 was paid in as dues 
and assessments, and $17,000 was pald 
out for those suffering from accidents, 
$6,000 of the amount being for two 
deaths. . 

“Even though the beneficiary fund has 
suffered so tesribly from wrecks and ac- 
cidenta, it has been particularly fortunate 
in a way. In thirty-four deaths of rail- 
way postal clerks, but sixteen were mem- 
bers of the association. In this district 
there were six deaths last year, and only 
twe were members of the association. I 
Wish you would kindly say that the great 
Strength of the association is their con- 
fidence In each other, and not only that, 
we have $30,000 on hand, but also that 
every one of the dead and injured will 
be immediately cared for.”

The following “ condansed summary, 
taken from the records of the immigra- 
tion and industrial department of the 
Southern railway, illustrates the general 
extent and wonderful growth along the 
company’s lines: 

The number of new industrial plants 
of various classes completed during the 
year wag 735, and the number under con- 
struction ' at close of the year was 146. 
Previously existing plants to the number 
of 208 were materially enlarged during 
the year. There were 29 cotton mills 
under construction on June 30 of this 
year, an increase in number of eight mills 
Over corresponding date of the previous 
year. These new mills, when completed, 
will place in operation 12,537 looms and 
443,002 spindles; an increase over similar 
equipment in new mills under construc- 
tion on June 30 last year of 4,937 looms 
and 100,802 spindles. There were large 
investments made during the year along 
the company’s lines in new mineral de- 
velopments and in enlargement of old 
ones. The tons of mine products hauled 
during the years increased 1,190,166, or 
16.85 per cent over ue preceding year. 
During the year investments in lumber 
and other woodworking enterprises com- 
pleted, amounted to over $5,000,000, and 
in additions to existing plants to about 
$2,500,000. The capital invested in tan- 
neries completed during the year amount- 
ed to about $600,000, and in additions to 
existing plantsa,to about $390,000. ‘The 
gale to northern and western purchasers 
for investment, development or settle- 
frient of timber, mineral and farm lands 
contiguous to the company’s lines aggre- 
gated over 2,000,000 acres, valued at 
about 818,000,000.

IN WALL STREET 
Continued Liquidation Causes 
Great Apprehension, 


Dealers Puzzled in Trying To Ascer- 
tain Its Cause—Failure of En- 
terprises in Which Exten- 
sive Capital Had Been 
Put—Financier Talks. 


New York, September 28.—-Wall street 
spent another gloomy day, which was 
devoted mostly to trying to puzzle out 
where the unending stream of liquidation 
came from and what caused it. Informa- 
tion on the subject or even authoritative 
opifiions were extremely hard to get. It 
is pointed out that the great bankers and 
capitalists were not heard of in warning 
last year during the high range of prices 


| while they were seeking a profitable mar- 


ket for their holdings at that level. From 
this it is inferred that the buyers of a 
Class which decides market movements 
wouki not be heard of inciting others to 
buy if they were themselves seeking se- 
curities on cheap terms in the present 
market. 

There is, in fact, rather a notable lack 
of public quotation of authorities point- 
ing to the cheapnegs of stocks which 
has been heard from time to time during 
the course of the long decline, and at 
price levels considerably above the pres- 
ent. But it is equally true that men 
seeking a market to.realize ready money 
at forced sale of securities are not likely 
to miss any nu.eans of concealing their 
transactions. The source of selling or- 
ders in the present market is a baffling 
mystery and inferences usually drawn 
from the personality of the »rokers em- 
ployed are almost invariably at fault. 

The conditions which prompt the liqui- 
daticn and the probable limits of its 
extent are consequertly the subject of 
grave disquiet and apprehension. It was 
the failure of stock jobbing operations 
that brought the early selling and the 
losses representsd were almost wholly on 
paper, as the rrevious gains had been, 
Put later episodes represent the failure 
of enterprises in which extensive capi- 
tal had been embarked, at demonstra- 
bly unproductive employment. Capital 
thus sunk is capital lost. 

Comptroller Ridgewav's opinion ex- 
pressed before the Maryland and Wash- 
ington bankers that ‘‘a large percentage 
of the loaning power has gone into un- 
productive interests’’ formulates the 
dread of Wall street over the present 
situation. 

The reaction in the iren and steel in- 
dustries, the high interest rates, espe- 
clally on mercantile paper and the cur- 
tailment of production in other lines 
caused the fear that over-extension has 
spread to industrial and commercial 
Nres, representing additional ‘“‘unproduc- 
tive intcrests,’’ to be followed by liquida- 
tion and contraction. 

The present coyrse of the banks fs di- 
rected toward conserving the commercial 
and industrial needs for credits and to 
this end they are inexorable to all pro- 
motions and financing projects. The mis- 
carriage of these projects ts still the 
cause of most of the liquidation. 

While the majority of Wall street's 
prominent men show a decided disincli- 
nation to talk for publication, inquiry 
among the very highest financial inter- 
ests elicits statements that notfiing of a 
serious or untoward character is appre- 
hended. 

Jacob H. Schiff, of Kuhn, Loeb & Co., 
commenting upon the stock market and 
financial conditions, said: 

“It is simpiy a fever which must run 
its course, just as we had a buying fe- 
ver two years ago, and even last year. 
So the selling fever has now taken hold 
of the people and reason counts for noth- 
ing. No matter what may be said as to 
the causes which have browzht about 
the presen® situation, prevailing condi- 
tions throughout the country do not justi- 
fy the existing great decline in Substan- 


| tlal securities. The time will come when | 
people will wonder how conditions, such | 
' as we see now, could have existed. It 
i 


floes not appear likely that the mych 
feared money stringency will materialize. 
In fact, money ig abundant now, only 
those who contro] the supply are afraid 


fin the uncertain state of affairs to part 


with it. The consequence is that we have 
a superabundant supply of money on 
daily call, while the money cannot be 
had in large amounts. : 

“But this change, especially as it fs 
almost certain that with the inability of 
corporations to finance their  requtre- 
ments, general business throughout tre 
country must, after a time, fall off. ¢nd 
when that moment arrives we ghall ‘ave 
a large amount of funds seeking employ- 
ment. These surplus funds will, +o some 
extent, determine the value of our, for 
ordinary purposes, superabundint volume 
of currency and we shall again witness 
an increased demand for Securities. So 
that it is at all unlikely, though this may 
seem paradoxical, that when railroad 
earnings begin to decrease because of re- 
duced general business, the values of 
railroad securities will again begin to in- 
erease.”’

The business affairs of L. Austern, deal- 
er in clothing, furnishing goods and 
shoes, were involved in the United States 
court yesterday afternoon on an applica- 
tion of creditors for a receiver, and also 
asking that the merchant be adjudged 
a bankrupt. 

Judge W. T. Newman appointed At- 
torney Harry Dodd, of the firm of Ded4, 
Newman & Dodd, as receiver and he as~ 
sumed charge of the business. 

The petitioning creditors and the in- 
debtedness claimed by each are as fol- 
lows: Rose Bros., $416.25; M. Goldberg & 
Son, $48, and 8. Mann & Co., $108. All 
of thesa are New York firms. The credi- 
tors allege that Austern is insolvent. It 


is also claimed that the merchant admit-

Were Severely Handled and Unsettled 
Stock List Generally. 


TRACTIONS ALSO LEADERS 


Pressure Upon United States Steel 
Bonds Was Urgent and Vigor- 
ous—Pennsylvania’s Last 
' Slump Was Closing Un- 
settling Factor. 


New York, September 28.—Another 
day’s liquidation in the stock market 
kept apprehension alive and was as much 
without specific explanation as that which 
had gone before. Liquidation was mostly 
in small amounts an@ cattle from all 
quarters. There was a considerable ac- 
cumulation of these selling orders over 
Sunday, and there seemed to be a great 
deal of selling out by commission houses 
whose notitications to customers for ad- 
ditional margins had been fgnored over 
Sunday. All foreign centers which hold 
@ny appreciable quantity of American se- 
curities also figured in the selling. All 
news of a favorable tenor was ignored 
and the demand was practically para- 
lyzed. Except for occasional buying by 
uncovered shorts at periods of pause in 
the liquidation there was no demand dis- 
tinguishavle. The buyer who torms the 
complement for every seller seemed to 
wait fer stocks to be offered to him and 
m no wid. There was a cunsiderabdle 
rh, fee ot this sort of vuying whicn was 
traced with confidence to svyme of tie 
largest banking interests who satished 
themselves witn this meé@asure of support 
for the market. It was quite ineifective 
in preventing the sharp downward course 
of prices, aithough it may prevented a 
demoraiization which was teared. All 
three United States Steel securities low- 
ered their record prices by wide margins, 
the common toucning 15, the preferred 
59 1-4 and the bonds 67 3-4. ‘lhe pres- 
sure upon the last named was especially 
urgent and vigorous. The only attempt 
to explain this selling was by rumor that 
it came from that part of the member- 
ship of the syndicate underwriting the 
stock conversion plan which desired to 
avoid the terms of the extension of the 
syndicate. The local traction’ stocks 
were another center of weakness, led by 
Metropolitan Street Railway, which fell 
to within a shade of par. This weakness 
was variously explained as due to the 
liquidation foreed by over-extension in 
other quarters and by unfavorable in- 
ternal developments. Part of the selling 
in this stock was said to have come 
from Philadelphia, which also Was an 
enormous seller of Pennsylvania. The 
pressure upon Pennsylvania carried it 
down 4 !-4 at the last, and was the 
factor in unsettling the close. Previous 
ty this last slump in Pennsylvania there 
had been quite an effective rally all 
around. due to the relief felt by the ap- 
parent cessation of the urgent liquidation 
in the United States Steel {ssues. Amal- 
gamated Copper v~s another stock which 
was severely handled, and it was suspect- 
ed that the abandonment of a plan for 
an upward campaign by a pool was the 
eause of this Selling. The news of the 
day was not an influence. A batch of 
favorable railroad net earnings for Au- 
gust was ignored.
